The Recent Decision iu the Jamaica 

The charge of Gliiof Justice Cock' 
burn to tho Grand Jury iu the oqho of 
General Nolson and Lieutenant Brand 
in described as magnificently lucid by 
the press, and to have boon tho dour- 
est exposition of martini law over de- 
livered from tho English Bench. Tho 
London Spectator, which lias all alont» 
called for tho punishrnont o( Mr Byre 
and his Associates, has an article 
highly laudatory of tho Chief Justice, 
in which it claims that " almost every- 
thing has been gained by tho charge 
Which could havo been gainod oven 
by tho trial, except, indeed, tho warn* 
ing of a conviction." Tho Chiot Jus. 
tice has docidod that English eubjcctB 
who oan claim tho protection of tho 
English common law, aro really in no 
caBe liablo to tho jurisdiction of suoh 
Courts as triud tho lato Mr Gordon. 
For, first, no civilian not taken in 
arms against tho Government, can bu 
tried othorwiao than by tho ordinary 
civil and cr'micnl tribunals to which 
alt his countrymen aro subject. Mar- 
tial law, according to tho Chief Jus- 
tice, is ono of two things — either tho 
xnero law of necessity, which will 
always warrant tho use of violonco 
whether by a Stato or by individuals 
in solf-dofonco, though tbo urgency ot 
tho case must of course bo shown hy 
way of justification— or, on Lbo otbor 
hand,' military law,' to which soldiers 
alone aro liablo, and which ia a system 
of fixed rules laid down by tho Arti- 
cles of War. Boyond thiB there is no 
such law in existence, flays the Chief 
Justice, as martial law, and no power 
in the Crown to proclaim it. Even 
admitting that Mr Eyre's oyos were 
nob. unnaturally blinded by the ap- 
pearanco of power bestowed upon 
him under tho Colonial Act, the Chief 
Justice in the strongest and most 
peremptory part of uia dooision lays 
it down that the seizure of Uv Gordon 
in a district expressly exempted from 
martial law in ordor to convoy him 
into a district placed by the Colonial 
authorities undo:- martial law, and 
this with tho avowed purpose of dony- 
ing him a tribunal by which bo prob* 
ably must have been acquitted, was 
an act of a grossly illegal character. 
"The whole proceeding," said the 
Chief Justioe, ''of taking bim from 
where he was afe, putting him on 
a war steamer, and bunding him 
over to a court-martial at Mo 
rant Bay, was unjustifiable. To 
Mr Gordon it mado tho difference 
of life or death, Ho [tho Chief Jus- 
tice] said so advisedly, and aftor a 
careful perusal of tho ovidonco ho 
Came irresistibly to this conclusion, — 
that if Mr Gordon had boon tried be- 
fore any ordinary tribunal, prcsidod 
Ofer by a competent judge, — buL ho 
stopped himself, — ho could not have 
_-bean tried on that ovidonco, for threo 
fourths, be had almost said nino_ 
tenths, of tho ovidenco on which that 
man was convicted, sentenced to 
death, and executed, was not evidence 
that according to any rules of ordi- 
nary or military law, or of right or 
justice, could over havebeon admitted 
if a compotont judge had presided, or 
if there had been the advantage of the 
experience of a military officer who knew 
the rules by which 'military tribunals 
ought to be governed." Tlio Chief Jus 
tice went oo lar as to nay that had Mr 
Gordon boon punisbod by any slighter 
punishment thau doath, and had ho 
come to England und brought an au* 
tion for damages against Governor 
Eyro, a jury of Englishmen might 
•very well havo awarded bim " oxom 
plary damages" for tho injury dono to 
him.

FOURTH DAY. 

. The jury entorod iho box at o'clock 
and tho Chief Justice proceeded lodeljflcr 
a charge nl wkicti t ha lollowing is n syuop- 
tis. His Lordship ooaiplimeoied tlio coun- 
ee\ on both eidt:i> for the skill with which 
tliey had handled the oafe, nr.d it trap, ho 
said, the duly of the Ccuil lo tell the jury 
that they had nothing to do with the import- 
ance of tho ciifc or whether there ware auy 
other suits depending upon this. Every 
case waa of importance. No man came into 
court with a cuao except it waa im- 
portant to biro ; nnd no man uVlondid a co.se 
that was not of imparlance to tho parly de- 
fending it. Whether he wos a poot man or 
a rich man, a suit at law was alwayu ol im- 
portance. This was no uciina brought by 
plaitnill to recover the value of ln;:t!"P,o be- 
longing to bia wile which wag lost on tho 
Labnuehere on the voyage of that vessel from 
San Francisco to Victoria. The plaiotifl nl« 
leged Don-falfilmenl uf contract and negli- 
gence on the part of defendants' eorvanta. 
Tho answers upon which tho jury bad to find 
were, — Tbst | nC y were not carriers ; that 

Mhey did not reccivo the cu.-lmiy of the 
goods; that they did not promise tc carry 
tho poods ; then, that there waa a safe de- 
liverance of thoir poods ; that their Bhip was 
loot through accidents and dangers ol sea; 
further that gore's were not shipped by a bill 
ol lading; and, lastly, that I hey paid back 
the passage money, which Mrs Pldwell accept- 
ed as lull satisfaction of all claims against the 

-Company. The defendants say, firtt, that 
they wero not common cmrierd. Captain 
Mouat had piven evidence as to the alter- 
ations effected on tho vessel lor oonvenionco 
of passenRem and freight, and Dr Tolmie tcs- 
tiQed that the vcs?o! was engaged in the c»r- 
/jing trade, had nlready oiude one trip, 
and waa completing the last half of au- 
otbor when tho disnstor occurred. It was 
clear, then, that they were common carriers. 
Airs Pidwel! proves that she went OtI board 
the ship, paid i.'!0 to Warren, the Company's 
agent, delivered her baggage to him, and ic- 
ceived a receipt in tho form of a passage 
ticket. Tho plainUBs construe that into be- 
ing a contract to carry her nnd her baggage 
to Victoria, and his Lordship BVJfal ho was 
bound to tell the jury, in point of law, that 
if the defendants are common carriers they 
wero bound to deliver by that contract with 
two exceptions— viz , the act of Cod and 
tho Queen's enemies. The net of Cod was 
a disaster that no human skill, prudenoo or 
forethought could avert, and il thn jury was 
of opinion that the vctsol was lost in tho 
face of all Hie skill, prudenoo and lord naught 
of trie defendants, then they ore not liablo. 
The plaintiff had made out tho point that the 
Company had not carried tho wile of plaintiff 
"securely and safely" to the point ol des- 
tioat on. Tho point of non-delivery was fully 
established. Tho final question would bo 
whether tho delendants were guilty of neg- 
ligence. The defendants were liable for 
every expense incurred previous to tlieorrivul 
of the fhip at Victoria. There ia no evidence 
that a bill of lading was necessary for the 
property. Such is not tho custom. Thoae 
points must bo found for the plaintiff, and 
the caso is narrowed down, aye or no, whether 
tho vessel was lost thrungh circumstances 
that no human prudence or skill eouUI avert ? 
A shipowner wa3 hound to have bia ship, 
its tickle and apparel in good nnd sufBoient 
order, Compasses w re a part of Ihfl ap- 
parel of u ship. The capuio and officers 
should bo oompetent, having n BtiOOoieat 
knowledge of their business, and Ihcy wore 
called on to esercifla reasonable care and 
Ekill in tho management ol their vessels. It 
thr.y fail for want of reasonable oarc or skill, 
then they are liable. That skill varies uo- 
cordiegto circumstances. Tiiero uro various 
degrees of nautioal fckill. Ycu would not 
put the captain of a man-of-war todomma'cd 
of a scow, nor would y>.u put tho captain ol 

. a scow in commend ol a man»of-war. Thus, 
if a ship if described ,as a sailer or sailing 
vessel, no amount of skill ia n c ssary wild 
regard to steam ; if a vnsgel it intended for 
a steamer, then a limited amount ol know- 
ledge of sailing is alouo necessary. Hut it 
Bho is destined for both sail and steam, r. 
knowledge ol both is required. If a vessel 
is intended as an ordinary carrier of 
freight, not to much skill is requited ; 
But if a vessol is intended as n possurigei 
Bhip, to carry u number of valuable lives, a 

. higher class of man ia required. The captain 
is bound to know all that is reasonably na- 
cessary for the purpose for which be is em- 
ployed ; and if the vessel ia Iot't through his 
want of ekill, even if evory possible euro is 
ribjmved, then the owners are liable. Hi* 
Lordship nest proceeded to review the 
evidence. Oapt. Mouat had boon esumuiod 
twice, and, otrange to say, on two very 
material points his last evidence differed 
'entirely from his ovldonce on a previoua oc- 
casion. It w is lor the jury to say now far 
>. these contradictory statements wero entitled 
to credence! What was tlio character ot 
the man ? What influences wero brought to 
benr upon the witness ? and under what stato 
of oircumstaoces tha evidence waa given in 

""each easo. When Oapt. Mouat was examin- 
ed first, shortfy after tho wreck, the facts 
wore fresh in his memory. Ho is examined 
oiiain in this case (thirteen months after- 
wards) and gives a different statement of 
the circumstances, ll'H Lordship proceeded 
to review tho ovidonco given by Capt. 
Jlouat helore the Commission, and to com- 
ment thereon. He said that because Mouat 
had no Trinity House cerlidcuto was no 
reason to suppose that ho was not a skilful 
man; but tip man could procure a Trinity 
House oortifioate except be was skilful, nnd 
tho possession of ono is tho best evidence 
or a man's litness. Oapt. Mount should have 
known there was a variation iu his com 
passes ; but ho did not discover that tbero 
was a variation until ball-an-houi after he 
led the Goldeit Gate, and be attributed it to 
tho' iron work around the pilot house ; the 
tendency of the variation w:uj to Bet the ves- 
gel in shore and take hor on Point Reyes. 
- Before the Commission, Mount aworo that 
nil Ihrce of tho compasses varied point uud 
i a half. A point of variation was equal to 
six miles in running to Point Roycsi a point 
and a half would bo a variation of miles 
and a fraction. Tbo daptaia laid her SW 
by B, to got her off Bhoro. Whon ho dis- 
ec-veied the variation, why did ho not ehapo 



her courpo furthor south'? Bccuuao it was 
blowiuc hard, was an additional reason for 
laying; her further touth. Tho oourf,o of tho 
vessel was farther followed by tho Chief 
Justice, who showed that tho steamer was 
running duo north at the tirno eho went 
ashom. At that time the Captain know of 
the deviation in the compass, bin made no 
allowance lor wind or nlruiiK sea. When ho 
found the deviation, why did he not come to 
anchor ? There wns good anchorage ground 
till urouml him. The tacking in and out of 
the ship after she struck was good policy, 
according to thn evidence; but tho point 
was immaterial in this issue. Thoro was uot 
the slightest reason to suppose thatCY.pt. 
Mouat did not do nil thai humanity could eug- 
post to savo tho lives of bia passengers. 
When ho wont oshoro alter tho wreck, ho 
entered nnd extended a protest before the 
Commissioners ; in that protost be attributed 
tho loss of tho ship to tho stato of the 
weather] on tho 4th of May, before tho Com- 
mission, he attributed tho loss to the oom- 
passeB boing out nf order. Ho said bo had 
uhundanco of timo to got back to Ban 
Francisco, but did not know where ha was ; 
ho did nut sound, and attributed the variation 
to tho attraction of tho iron in the pilot 
house. By consulting the chart, lie finally 
tmd, thai instead of the compasses being out 
half a point they must bnvo been points 
out. Now, in bis evidence given here on tho 
Uth June, ioai., Mouat svvoro that ho sent 
Cvo of bis oompaases to Mr Tennent, at San 
Francisco, to be adjusted ; but other wit- 
ness's nay that all tho optician docu is to 
reudir tho magnet a perfect one ; ho cannot 
allow for local allrncliou. 

Mr Nathan (a Juror) — I understood Capt. 
Mount lo say that the compass be waa steer- 
ing by corresponded wiih tho ono in his 
cabin. 

Ilis Lordship— Supposing that to bo no- 
ourately truo, they ought all to r.gro.> ; nnd 
the lact that two ngrou und ono does not, 
does notjustily him in continuing his course. 
All ho could Buy was, my compasses ure uot 
correct, and be should have taken ctojs- 
bearinga or swung his ship. Tho fact of 
his sails not being bent was nogligence, yet 
nothing rosulteil tborefrom, nnd the jury were 
advised to put that out of their mind. Alter 
she struck, the Captain Bays ho found that 
the compasses weru out a point and a half. 

Mr King — Bat after she struck tho pumps 
were working and the movement of the iron 
bandlo must have nfLclud tho compasses, 
(merriment). 

II is Lordship— There is the suggestion for 
you, gentlemen of the jury. You may take 
it into consideration if you wish [a laugh]. 
Capt Mouat in his evidence said that the at- 
mosphere affected fii3 compass ; ho dcu't 
agree with his counsel as to th'j influence of 
the iron pump bundle [a laugh], Capt Mouat 
furthi i said that he oould not gel back to 
San Fr ancisco bi cause bis compasses wore 
wrong, nnd yet he says in another part of his 
evidence that lie knew how to adjust them. 
These statements certainly do not agree In 
tho wind up of his evidence Capt Mouat 
Bays—" I am still at loss to understand tha 
causn of l he wreck ; if there was o variation v 
in tha compasses I should Lave attributed 
the loss to itiat ; I do not think there waa u 
variation, but I did say to a passenger that 
the fact of the compass being 1% points out 
was the cause of tho disaster." 

Mr King here rose to make a suggestion ; 
but his Lordship declined to hear him, saying 
that these interruptions were not only inhar- 
monious but were sometimes done with ihc 
intent to defeat justice. 

Mr King protested that he was following 
tha example of tho beat English pleaders at 
the ban 

Ilia Lordabip — If thero is anything wrong 
in the charge you can take notes and move 
for a now trial on the ground of misdiredi 
tion, Tho charge was then continued : The 
evidence of Capt Mouat was ciuuled to seri- 
ous attention and careful weighing. Mr Mo- 
Grath showed by Ihf chart that it tho vo^sel 
had taken her true course she would buvo 
been 13 miles south of Point Beyos. How 
was it Capt Mouat found himself on P.int 
Reyes instead? The only theory tending to 
account lor it was by tho evidence of Cnpi 
Oldlield who thought that the wind nnd cur- 
rent might make a difference of five miles; 
but Mr McUratb thought it would cot make 
morn than a mile's difference. 

Capt Oldfield here rose and explained a 
pnriion ol his evidence relative to the Icc-vay 
ol the efnp. 

His Lordship— Capt Oldfield pays that 
cither the compasses were wrong or the 
steering was bad to bring tho ship on Point 
Reyes. II there was bad steering there was 
negligence, II ihe compasses were bad, the 
owners wero liable for uot having provided 
proper instrument*. 

Mr King— There is no decided ovidonco 
that the vessel struck on Point Ileycs. 

Ilis Lordship— ('apt Mouat says alio did 
strike there. It is lor tho jury to decide 
whether she did or not. I do nut think there 
is any doubt nc tho subjnet. Several gentle- 
men called for the delondants swore that it 
waa uot usual to swing ships ; thero are no 
doubt cnjcs of oaptains who would think it 
unnecessary to do so, but tho skill required 
in the navigation of a schooner up tho coast 
is very different from that required in tho 
navigation of a passenger ship ; and it is fur 
the jury lo say whether tho witnesses were 
competent to tuke clnrgo of a passenger 
?hip. and if not, they wire bringing in a class 
ol knowledge of a lower sphere to udapl il 
to a higher sphere. Other gentlemen ol tho 
highest oxperienco had tostiliod that the 
rule ol the Navy was to awing ships every 
yuan J'.iil all admit that it was the only 
accurate tost, and all, ozeept Captain Old- 
field, say they would not have gono to sua 
with but ihc single observation of Point liouita 
There are some men so lion-hearted, so aelf- 
confjdent in their powers of avoiding dangei 
that they would go to sea under any circum- 
stances ari'.l in any condition fa laugh J. A man 
of the highest stamp (he didn't mean a pun 
ou too name) — Captain Stamp— says he 
thinks a vessel ought to bo swung ; ns owner 
ol the Libouctiero that hu should have taken 
pogju plep of the kind. The jury wotu left 
to decide whether the adjustment of tho com 
passes did not mean something more than 
sending them lo an optician. The substan- 
tial question was, aye or no, did t e Latum- 
ohcro puttosoa on the 14th ol April, I8tiG, 
without duo precaution such as a prudent 
mariner would have taken to uco that the 
com passes were corrnet4 If Captain Mount 
put to bco without taking audi precaution, it 
is my duty to toll you that it wus negligence 
— that through that negligence the ulup went 
ashore. If, on the other hand, you think that 
practical means— all that a prudent mariner 
would take — wore adopted to sou that the 
compasses wero correct, then there ia no 
nogtlitenoo | tin J if you find that when he 
found the compasses to bo incorrect he should 
bate anchored, then his lailure to do no is 
negligence. If you think that the owners 
and captain took all reasonable precaution iu 
fitting out the. vessel, and that the captain 
was right in proceeding upon his way without 
anchoring, when he louud the oompassoa 
were wrong, then you must Bnd ou the ques- 
tion of negligence. Gentlemen, you are 
called on to dismiss lioui your minds all pre- 
vious prejudices-fall you may have thought 
— ull you muy have read upon this entj not 
It bus nothing to do with ihc case buloro 
you. Let it operate ou Vour minds as upon a 
pieeo of white paper. What you have bore 
io do, do feailussly; add I inn sine thai us 
Englishmen you will do it. 

Mr King hero roso and asked tho Judgo 
to direct tho attention of tho jury to rt ob- 
tain pot Hon of the evidence nf Capt Stamp. 

Tho Solicitor General objected to ibis con- 
stant interruption, or tho weakening ol any 
point that had been impressed upon the jury 
by tt io leurnod judge. 

Mr King contended that thorc wits abund- 
ant evidence in Captain Scamp's statement 
to show that Captain Mouat bad uot been 



guilty of nesligonco, and was proceeding to 
tend from tho evidence, when 

His Lordship said— Mr King, I must nsk 
yon to desi.it from this course uud sit down. 
I cannot havo the mind of the jury distracted 
by theeo observations, or the lime frilteted 
nwny by any such remarks. I will lay the 
evidence nf Captain Stamp before tho jury. 
You will ictire, gentlemen of ihe jury, and 
oonsidor upon your verdict. 

Air Umg protested that ho was endeavor- 
ing to asiist justice rather than distract it. 

His Lordship — Mr King, y. u ure ao seldom 
guilty of irregularities thatl hdpe you will 
desist now. The jury will now retire and 
find upon the main issue, leaving the techni- 
cal points to bo settled ufterwurds. All Mr 
King's points shull be put before tho jury. 

Tiio delivery of tho chargo occupied 2)^ 
hours. 

Tho jury wero thon conducted to thoir 
room. 

At 4 o'clock tho jtirora sent word into 
Court that ihcy stood 5 to J), and tequested 
that a majority verdict bo taken. Counsel 
declined lo necedu to thu request, and at the 
expiration of three hours alter their retire- 
ment, when a G-Sth vordict can legally be 
received, they returned into Court and an- 
nounced thai thoro was no po-sibility of u 
change taking place in their sentiment. 

The Chief Justice then forcibly charged 
the jury lhai it they found the vessel was losi 
by a want of any amount of human skill, 
precaution and forethought, their verdict 
must ho roturned (or tho plaintiff ; if they 
thought that all duo precaution, skill uud 
forethought had been excreiaud, they must 
find for the defendants. 

The jury agnin retired, and tho Court ad- 
journed un il 7 o'clock in tho overling. 

Ai 7 o'clock the Court again assembler 1 , 
and the jury having again been brought 
intc Court, announced that they still failed 
to come to n verdict. The foreman said be 
was sure that they would rot bo nblo to ar- 
rive to a decision. The Chief Justice then 
wort categorically through the various issues 

UJ follow:': 

1st. Wero tho defendants common car- 
riers t 
Answer — Yea. 

2nd. Did ihc plaintiffs deliver tho goods 
to tho defendants and ooutiuct for their cafe 
deliverance at Victoria ? 

Answer — Some of the jury aro of tho 
opinion that tho goods were not delivered. 

Tho Court — Il the plaintiff went on board 
with her luggage as a passenger, and was 
received in an ordinary way, that was de- 
livery. 

Atiswor — Porno of tho jury nre not satis- 
fied that the luggage went on boatd ? 

The Court — I shall ruad over ilia evidence. 
This is tho first time I ever heard there was 
any doubt on the subject. [The evidence 
was then read over to tho jury | If lha lug- 
gage went on board the ship, it was u de- 
livery. 

Mr Wood— Captain Mouat said he sent 
.Mrs Pid well's trunk ashore. 

Mr Ring— You h.ive hoard Mr Wood in 
aid ot that poiut, will you have the goodness 
to hear me ? 

Chiel Justice — No. 

Mr Ring— No, my lord? 

The Chief Justice— I Bay, Not 

Mr Ki g — I hear that. 

Tim Chief Justice— Toon havo tho good- 
noss to act upon it. 

The jury, niter a short consultation, ad- 
mitted that the lugg go was taken on board, 
but was not received by tho Company's 
ugent ; it wa3 under the caro of tho 
plaintiff's wife. 

3;d. Did the delendants promiso lo convey 
the pluimifl lo Victoria ? 

Tho Jury— Yes; but ttintoho received tho 
passage money buck again. 

The Chief Justice again declined to hoar 
Mr King, saying he did not require his us- 
a stance. 

4th. Did tho defendants safely nnd securely 
convey plaintiff's wife to Victoria] 

Mr King again demanded a hearing, but 
ihe Chief Justice requested him to :il down, 

Answer — No. 

5. Did the defendants carry tho luggage? 

The Foreman — Some ol tho jury elo not 
be! eve the luggage was ever iu the charge ol 
tho Company, th.it they had nothing to dc 
liver except .Mrs Pidwcll. 

The question is — Was the luggage (hat 
was taken on board delivered at Victoria ? 

The Foroman — Somo of the jury are of 
opinion that the Company did not receive 
it, nnd consequently could not deliver it. 

Alter some lorthur remarks from ihc Chief 
Justice; tho jury louud tliat wilh tho excep- 
tion of the ono pa kago inentio ed in thu 
ovidonco, the luggage wua uot delivered at 
Victoria. 

The 5th issuo, that the defendants never 
were indebted, was ordered lo be found for 
defendants. 

The 6th issue, that tho defendants uio not 
guilty ou tho count lor negligence i 

The Foreman — That is the point on which 
the jury canuot agree— it is impossible. 

Too Chiel Justice proposed to rea 1 ovor 
the evidence again lo tho jury, but after a 
short deliberation tho foreman announced 
that no rosjlt could bo arrived at, uud thu 
reading was waived. 

On the 6th isauo, the jury therefore tlia- 
ajrecd. 

7th— That the plaintiffs wife and goods 
were received on tho condition that no liabil- 
ity should attach to thu defendants in caso ol 
loss. 

Tho Chief Justice— Thero is no ovi lence 
of any agreement of that kind. The only 
tiling before us is thu ticket. Thu tioKoi 
Uiiys nothing ol the kind. 

A J uror— A majority of tho jury say the 
Company wero not liable. 

The Chief Justice— That is not tho issuo. 
There wu9 no agreement ol t tie kind. 

After a consultation, the foreman an- 
nounced that sumo ol the jury were in favor 
ol giving that ia-iuu to tho defendants. 

The Chiel Justice— You have only the luco 
of this ticket to guide you. The question is, 
ayo or no, is there any written evidence of 
BuQh a contract ? 

The jury found that there was no wrlPen 
evidence ol such a contract 

The Chief Jmiliua— Is thero uoy parol evi- 
dence of suoh u contract? 

Tho jury lound that thero was not. 

The next issue, did they receive tho plain- 
lid's wife upon the terms that they should 
not bo accountable fer the ba::gage? 

A Jumr— I Can't Bud iu any oilier way 
but the Company aro not liable. I can't (iud 
on that issue, 

Tho CnWf Justice— I mn bound to get an 
answer on the issues, and you aro sworn to 
find upon them. 

Tho jury theu louud for tho plaintifls on 
this issue. 

The jury font) 1 that tho plaintiff's wife re- 
ceived ihe' 830 in lull satisfaction lor all 
olaims against tho Company. 

The Chiel Justice sa ; d thoro was no evi- 
dence of lha plaintiff's wilo having received 
thu $30 in full an iffactiou ol ull claims 
against tlio Company. 

Tho Foreman— Five to three of tin jury 
are agreed that the §30 wan received iu sulis- 
faoliou ol all claims against the ship. 

Tho Chiel Justice explained that the 530 
could not have been reopived in satisfaction 
of all oluims, bui the jury failed lo agree, 

The lust issue — Are you nf opinion that 
the Labouobore was lost by thu perils of the 
son, against which do human cauiiun ot fore- 
thought could guard ? 

The jury aunuuueod they oould not ngrao 
on this issue. 

Tho Chiel Justine— These results are 
gre-tly lo bo deplored. They bring oppro- 
brium on our institutions. Tlio injury ihey 
arc oulculatod to do to innocent parlies is 
veiy great. Tho cxponso of coming into 
Court with such u case ia terrible, and they 
surol.y should be a decision. It ia a great 
pity that tho Colony should 6uller in this 
way. The Uhief Jastiw continued to speak 



for sumo minutes in tho same strain nnd 
again requested tho jury to ruiira and deliber- 
ate. 

Mr Nathan, ono of the jurors, said became 
into tho box to find an honest vordict, nnd if 
bis judgment was in error, lie could uot 
bcilp it, He could only eoo tho caso in tho 
light iu which it waa set before ihuui. 

Mr Stuhlschmidt, another juror, Baid he 
was in doubt what the issuo had to do wilh 

tho CUBD. 

The Chief Justico replied that tho Court 
would give tho verdiot the proper direction. 
Tho jury ahouid trust to liim lo 6bapo it 
according to law. 

The jury apain retired, returning after a 
abort absence with tho nnnuuuoement that 
they Etood six to Iwo " thai no ordinary 
skill or foresight would havo prevented tho 
disaster," and five to threo " that nothing 
could havo prevented tho disaster." 

The Chief Justice declined to reccivo the 
verdict and sont tho jury back to thoir room. 
But no change having be-m arrived at they 
wore culled in at 1 (),'.£ o'clock nnd Jismissed. 
Alter a brief address front His Lordship, 
in which hu said bo regretted that the case 
bad not beeu disposed of, and that issues 
which they should have found upon would 
have to bo decided by others. 

L1NIKER VS. BERANOUTOR. 

Tho parties lo this suit are settlers on Salt 
Spring Island. The plaintiff claimed thai 
he pre-empted a tract of laud on the island, 
and that defendant "jumped 1 ' tho same. 
Tlio prelect suit waa lo couso the defendant 
to bo ejected from the land which it was 
alleged ho unjustly held. For tho pluintifl, 
the Solicitor General instructed by Mr Bishop ; 
for the defendant, Registrar-General Alston, 
instructed by Messrs Urnko & Jackson. 
Alter hearing evidence on both sides, a ver- 
dict for plaintiff was re urned subject to tho 
decision of the Chief Justice. 



Municipal Council.

Tho Mayor und Councillors Goweu, Lowis, 
Gibbs and Ilebbard present. 

Mr 0. Clarke was appointed Returning 
Officer for tho Yutea 6trect ward at the forth* 
coining elcciion of a Councillor to fill tho 
room of Mr Lsyzoll, resigned, nnd provided 
a poll bo denanded thai candidates pay ex- 
penses connected with the return.
